Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1955. 

Vital  Statistics:  The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Urban' 

District  show  an  increase  in  the 
population  (as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General)  of  some 
130  people.  A slight  decrease  in  the  Birth  Rate  is  shown  - 
12.37  in  1955  as  compared  with  14.02  in  1954. 

The  Death  Rate  increased  very  slightly  from  9.31  in 
1954  to  9.56  in  1955,  but  by  referring  to  the  table  on 
page  16,  it  will  be  noted  that  80^  of  the  deaths  were  in 
the  65  to  100  years'  group:  and  by  reference  to  the  table 
on  page  1-6,  the  main  cause  of  these  deaths  is  again  showh 
to  be  the  Heart  Diseases.  There  was  a considerable  de- 
crease in  the  Death  Rate  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
this  being  12.34  per  1,000  live  births  as  against  49.45  in 
1954.  The  Stillbirth  rate  was  also  lower  than  the  previous 
year:  and  once  again  no  maternal  deaths  were  reported. 

Infectious)  As  regards  the  incidence  of  Infec- 

Diseases:  ) tious  diseases,  the  number  of  noti- 

fications received  (594)  was  higher 
in  1955  than  in  the  previous  year  when  the  number  was  452, 
The  increased  number  is  largely  due  to  the  outbreak  of 
Measles  during  the  summer  months  - (323  cases  were  notified 
in  1955  as  against  15  in  1954,  which  was  the  lowest  figure 
for  Measles  in  any  year  since  1947)  - and  as  23  of  the 
notifications  were  in  respect  of  holiday  visitors,  some  of 
wlkom  had  contracted  the  disease  and  were  unwell  on  arrival 
at  Broadstairs,  it  is  probable  that  they  were  to  some  ex- 
tent responsible  for  the  summer  outbreak. 
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There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  Chickenpox  noti- 
fications - 211  as  against  352  in  1954. 

Pour  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified,  three  of 
them  beiig  associated  with  paralysis:  one  of  the  latter 
a boy  of  13  years,  unfortunately  died. 

Health  and)  The  Health  Services  provided  in  the  town. 

Social  ) through  the  National  Health  Se2?vice  Act, 

Services:  ) are  set  out  in  the  report  in  some  detail; 

they  are  available  to  all  the  inhabitants 
and  they  are  adequate. 

Mention  should  again  be  made  of  much  good  work  car- 
ried out  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year  by  members 
of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Services  operated  by  the  County 
Council,  with  particular  reference  to  the  many  and  varied 
duties  performed  by  the  Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  Home 
Nurses,  Children’s  Welfare  Officers,  District  Officers, 
Domestic  and  Home  Helpers,  etc,;  and  also  the  various 
voluntary  organizations  in  the  town  such  as  the  Old  People's 
Welfare  Committees,  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the 
W.y.S,,  and  many  others.  These  workers  do  much  for  the 
comfort  and  well-being  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  and 
their  work  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  people  concerned. 

I understand  that  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the 
W.V.6.  were  working  on  the  organization  of  a Club  to  ,be 
known  as  - "The  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  Hard  of  Hear- 
ing Club"  - the  first  Club  of  this  kind  to  be  run  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Women' s Voluntary  Service  in  the 
County.  The  Club  was  actually  opened  in  April,  1956,  when 
the  County  Organizer,  who  attended  the  Inaugural  ceremony, 
stated  that  it  was  probably  the  Service' s first  effort  in 
this  direction  in  England.  Broadstairs  has  indeed,  reason 
to  be  proud  of  the  work  of  the  town' s voluntary  organiza- 
t ioriS . 

Housin/?:  Housing  continued  to  be  one  of  the  chief 

matters  claiming  the  attention  of  the 
Urban  District  Council;  and  162  new  houses  were  completed 
duririg  the  year,  an  increase  of  11  over  the  figure  for 
1954.  In  addition  there  were  85  dwellings  under  construc- 
tion at  the  erd.  of  1955. 

Food : During  the  year  under  review  no  cases  of 

food  poisoning  were  notified  in  the  Urban 
District,  and  it  will  be  seen  from  the  Report  that  whilst 
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no  special  ' clean  food’  campaign  was  held,  much  good  work 
in  this  connection  was  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ice  cream  was  99:  and  of  45  samples  taken  for  analysis 
40  proved  to  be  Grade  1;  4 - Grade  2;  and  1 - Grade  3, 

which  shows  the  standard  of  purity  to  be  high. 

The  good  reports  on  samples  of  milk  sent  to  the  Pub- 
lic Health  Laboratory  for  examination,  also  point  to  a 
high  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  this  corn- 
mod  Ity . 

General i It  has  been  said  that  ’’the  effectiveness 

and  value  of  any  public  health  organiza- 
tion rests,  in  large  measure,  on  the  quality  and  degree  of 
co-operation  and  integration  between  the  members  of  the 
group  jointly  concerned  with  its  aims  and  purposes.  It  is 
as  a group  of  individuals  working  together  towards  a com- 
mon erji,  each  with  an  understanding  and  appreciation  of 
the  others  place  and  function,  and  not  merely  as  a depart- 
mental machine,  that  the  Public  Health  Department  must  be 
envisaged.” 

With  this  thought  in  mind  I should  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  expressing  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  my  appreciation  for  their  sup- 
port and  encouragement  during  the  year. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  all  members  of  the  local 
Public  Health  Department  for  the  loyal  arii  efficient  way 
in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties;  to  the  Staffs 
of  the  Kent  County  Health  Services  and  the  Regional  Hospi- 
tal Board  Services  covering  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's 
Urban  District;  ani  to  the  Medical  Practitioners  practis- 
ing in  the  area,  for  their  willing  co-operation  and  assist- 
ance at  all  times  in  the  public  health  work  of  our  town.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Urban  District  of  Broadstalrs  and  St.  Peter's  is 
situated  in  the  centre  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  coast  and  is 
surrounded  on  three  sides  by  the  North  Sea  and  the  English 
Channel.  The  town,  by  its  high  altitude,  dominates  the 
famous  seaboard  of  Thanet , and  is  bounded  on  the  North  by 
the  Borough  of  Margate  and  on  the  South  by  the  Borough  of 
Ramsgate.  The  whole  front,  which  is  interspersed  with 
seven  sheltered  bays,  faces  south-east.  The  climate  is 
bracing,  dry  and  equable. 

It  has  truly  been  written  that  - ’’the  town’ s peculiar 
position  on  the  edge  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  open  on  three 
sides  to  the  seas,  undoubtedly  gives  it  advantages  which 
cannot  be  found  elsewhere  within  the  kingdoms  standing  on 
high  chalk  cliffs,  on  rising  ground,  on  the  most  easterly 
point  in  England,  except  Lowestoft,  and  overlooking  a wide 
expanse  of  the  North  Sea,  Broadstalrs  is  one  of  the  health- 
iest and  most  beautiful  places  round  the  English  coast.’' 

A large  percentage  of  the  inhabitants  may  be  described 
as  private  residents,  and  a good  proportion  of  these  are 
employed  in  the  hotels  and  boarding  and  apartment  houses 
during  the  summer  months,  or  engaged  in  occupations  con- 
nected with  the  stay  in  tha  district  of  numerous  visitors. 
V/lth  the  advent  of  the  visitors,  the  summer  population  may 
be  said  to  be  double  the  winter  population. 

Whilst  the  town  is  primarily  a holiday  resort  and  the 
principal  industry  is  that  of  catering  for  the  needs  of 
the  visitors,  in  addition  to  the  Shops,  Education,  Enter- 
tainment and  Utility  Services  - (Schools,  Cinemas,  Halls, 
Electricity,  Gas,  W^ater,  Eire,  Transport,  Local  Government 
and  Postal  Services),  there  are  Factories,  Workshops  and 
Garages  in  the  Urban  District,  and  premises  in  a growing 
light  industrial  area  situated  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
town,  which  provide  stable  employment  for  a section  of  the 
community  who  are  not  engaged  in  the  holiday  industry; 
these  include  premises  used  for  the  building  trade,  and 
for  the  development  of  light  industries. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Education  Authority 
for  the  Urban  District,  and  there  are  four  County  Primary 
Schools  under  this  Authority.  The  nev7  County  Modern  School 
which  was  commenced  in  1953,  progressed  satisfactorily  and 
was  completed  in  time  for  the  opening  in  September,  1955. 
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A proportion  of  the  inhabitants  are  employed  at  the 
Boarding  Schools,  large  Convalescent  Homes,  and  Holiday 
Homes,  of  which  there  are  several  in  the  area. 

The  farmers  and  nurserymen  in  the  Urban  District  and 
the  surrounding  neighbourhood  provide  employment  for  those 
interested  in  agricultural  pursuits. 

Quite  a few  of  the  residents  travel  daily  to  business 
in  the  City,  and  others  to  employment  in  the  neighbouring 
towns  of  Margate,  Ramsgate  and  Canterbury. 


CLIMATOLOGY. 

The  official  Climatological  Station,  which  is  situated 
in  the  Memorial  Recreation  Groimd,  is  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Council' s Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Daily  weather  readings  are  transmitted  to  the  Air 
Ministry  by  Mr.  S.  R.  Bishop,  the  Council's  Honorary  Obser- 
ver; and  during  the  summer  months  weekly  information  is 
supplied  to  the  Press. 

The  Surveyor  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  following 
pfficial  readings  taken  by  Mr.  Bishop  during  1955.  -

Laboratory  Facilities. 

During  the  year  chemical  examinations  were  carried 
out  as  hitherto,  by  the  County  Analyst  at  the  County 
Laboratory,  County  Hall,  Maidstone;  and  up  to  the  30th 
September,  1955,  bacteriological  examinations  were  also 
carried  out  at  the  Comty  Laboratory  as  previously;  but 
as  from  1st  October,  1955  this  work  is  done  at  a Labora- 
tory of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  at  the 
County  Hall,  Maidstone,  which  is  directed  by  the  Medical  ' 
Research  Councils 

In  the  -Monthly  Bulletin  of  the  ’’Ministry  of  Health 
and  the  Public  Health  Laborato2?y  Service”  for  October, 

1955,  the  following  note  is  given  concerning  the  Labora- 
tories. - 

’’The  arrangement  whereby  the  Kent  County  Council’s 
laboratory  acted  as  an  Associated  -laboratory  of  the  Ser- 
vice came  to  an  end  on  30th  September,  1955,  owing  to  the 
decentralization  of  the  clinical  pathological  section  of 
the  work.  The  portion  of  the  laboratory  that  was  respons- 
ible for  the  public  health  section  has  been  taken  over  by 
the  Medical  Research  Council  as  a Constituent  laboratory 
as  from  1st  October.  The  laboratory  is  under  the  direction 
of  Dr,  J,  H.  C.  Walker,  and  is  being  housed  temporarily  at 
Comty  Hall.  The  full  address  is;-  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory, County  Hall,  Midstone.  (Telephone  - Maidstone  4321).” 


Ambulance  Facilities. 


The  Kent  Comty  Gomcil  is  the  responsible  authority 
for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  -Service  throughout  the 
Comty. 

The  Ambulance  Station  at  Northdown  Road,  St,  Peter’s 
(Telephone  - Thanet  61461/2)  covers  the  whole  of  the  Thanet 
area;  the  nearest  neighbouring  Stations  (according  to 
location  of  requirement)  are  Whit stable,  Canterbury  and 
Deal, 
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Radio- telephony  equipment  is  installed  at  the 
Broads tairs  Northdown  Road  Station,  thus  enabling  radio 
telephony  communications  to  be  made  to  most  of  the  ve- 
hicles in  the  area. 

Requests  for  suitable  means  of  transport  for  persons 
suffering  from  illness  or  mental  defectiveness  or  expec- 
tant or  nursing  mothers,  are  to  be  made  to  the  appropri- 
ate ambulance  station  and,  in  cases  other  than  accidents, 
can  be  accepted  only  from  medical  practitioners,  hospital 
staffs  and,  in  emergency,  midwives  and  nurses.  Rail 
transport  is  used  wherever  practicable  and  especially 
when  long  journeys  are  involved. 


Home  Rursing, 

This  service  is  provided  free  by  the  County  Council, 
and  except  in  case  of  emergency  and  accident,  patients 
can  only  be  attended  when  the  nurses  are  required  by  the 
doctors  to  do  so.  The  Home  Nurses  appointed  for  the

Domestic  Help  Service. 

A Domestic  Help  Service  is  operated  by  the  Kent 
County  Council  and  is  provided  for  households  where  such 
help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who 
is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mental  defective, 
aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.  The 
service  provided  is  limited  to  the  performance  of  essen- 
tial domestic  help. 

Mrs.  M.  Heyes  is  the  appointed  Area  Organizer,  and 
she  attends  at  the  Broadstairs  K.C.C.  Clinic  each  Thuis- 
day  at  10-45  a.m.  to  Interview  Broadstairs  residents  who 
are  unable  to  contact  her  in  J/Iargate.  An  office  is  pro- 
vided for  the  work  in  the  Margate  Health  Department  build 
Ing  at  No, 34,  Grosvenor  Place,  Margate. 

Mrs.  Heyes  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  following 
information  with  regard  to  the  work  done  in  the  Urban  Dis 
trlct  during  1955.  - 
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’’During  the  year  the  conditions  regarding  the  Domes- 
tic Help  Service  remained  much  the  same  as  in  1954 ; 
again,  on  an  average,  60  persons,  mainly  aged,  were 
assisted  each  week,  the  work  "being  carried  out  by 
11  part-time  helpers.  It  is  estimated  that  there  is 
an  average  of  approximately  300  hours ^ help  allocated 
among  the  60  patients  in  the  Urban  District,  which 
v/orks  out  at  a maximum  of  five  hoTirs  help  per  week 
per  person  or  family,” 


Health  Visitors,  School  Nurse  and 
Infant  Life  Protection  Officer. 


The  County  Council *s  Health  Visiting,  School  Nursing 
and  Infant  Life  Protection  Services  continued  to  be  car- 
ried out  by  Miss  E.  Brammer,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,  H.V.Cert .R. S. I, .

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Homes  and  Schools. 

In  a holiday  resort  with  so  many  natural  advantages, 
sun,  sea  and  health  giving  air,  it  is  understandable  that 
Organizations  and  County  Councils  have  chosen  Broadstairs 
as  one  of  the  places  in  which  to  set  up  establishments  for 
the  use  of  children  and  adults  from  Inland  towns  and  dist- 
ricts; thus  there  are  Homes  and  Schools  of  varying  kinds 
in  the  Urban  District,  and  the  following  is  a brief  summary 
of  these  establishments. 

/ 

Home  s : 

Children's  Homes.  - 

There  are  a few  Children’s  Homes,  some  privately  owned 
and  others  operated  by  the  County  Council. 

Residential  Nursery.  - 

Ono  residential  Training  Nursery,  with  accommodation 
for  some  25  children,  is  administered  by  the  Church  of 
England  Children's  Society. 

Convalescent  Homes.  - 

There  are  five  Children' s Convalescent  Homes  with  ac- 
commodation for  some  600  patients;  and  one  adult  Convales- 
cent Home  with  accommodation  for  50  men. 

Holiday  Homes.  - 

There  are  eight  Holiday  Homes,  two  for  children,  three 
for  adults,  one  for  old  age  pensioners,  one  for  convalescent 
patients  and  their  families,  and  an  L.C.C.  recuperative 
Holiday  Home.  Also  a section  of  the  L.C.C.  residential  Home 
for  old  people  (11  beds)  was  used  as  a Holiday  Home  for  some 
of  the  old  people  in  the  London  County  Council's  Inland  Homes, 
who  came  to  Broadstairs  for  a week' s seaside  holiday  during 
the  summer  months. 

Homes  for  Elderly  People  - National  Assistance 

Act,  1948,  Section  57.  - 

These  Homes  are  registered  by  the  County  Council  and 
come  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Residential  Services 
Department.  There  are  two  residential  Homes  for  elderly 
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people,  one  administered  by  the  Kent  Council  of  Social  Serv- 
ice, with  accommodation  for  30  old  people:  the  other  admin- 
istered by  the  London  County  Council,  with  accommodation  for 
40  residents,  in  addition  to  the  11  beds  used  for  holiday 
visitors • 

There  is  also  a small  number  of  premises,  the  proprie- 
tors of  which  undertake  to  look  after  elderly  people  and 
have  had  their  premises  registered  by  the  County  Council  for 
this  purpose;  a number  of  old  people  are  also  cared  for  in 
the  registered  Nursing  Homes  when  rooms  are  available. 

The  care  of  old  people  is  a most  important  section  of 
the  Public  Health  Service,  particularly  in  a residential  sea- 
side town  such  as  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's,  where  a large 
proportion  of  the  population  are  retired  people. 

District  Officers  have  been  appointed  by  the  County 
Council  (Mr.  C.  Whitaker  being  the  District  Officer  for  the 
Urban  District)  to  assist  in  the  event  of  any  difficulty 
arising  in  arranging  for  any  of  the  County  Health  Services 
to  be  made  available;  and  in  connection  with  the  welfare 
of  old  people  in  the  town,  Mr.  Whitaker  is  responsible  for  - 

(a)  dealing  with  applications  for  admission  to 
old  people's  homes; 

(b)  the  arrangements  for  the  care  of  movable 
property  of  persons  admitted  to  hospital  or 
old  people's  homes;  and 

(c)  informing  himself  of  the  activities  of  vol- 
untary bodies,  such  as  old  people's  welfare 
committees  in  the  area  and  to  assist  persons 
who  are  interested  or  who  may  benefit  from 
the  activities  of  such  organizations  being 
placed  in  touch  with  the  appropriate  volun- 
tary services. 

In  connection  with  the  work  carried  out  and  assistance 
rendered  with  regard  to  providing  homes  for  elderly  people, 
the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  states 
in  his  1954  Annual  Report  - 

’’About  95  per  cent,  of  old  people  live  at  home  and  the 
aim  must  be  to  encourage  and  enable  them  to  live  in  their 
own  homes  where  they  remain  happy  and  continue  to  be  useful 
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members  of  society,  in  touch  with  their  friends  and  their 
relatives.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  about 
750,000  elderly  women  and  168,000  elderly  men  are  living 
quite  alone;  often  such  persons  are  in  need  of  help  and 
advice  and  yet  their  plight  is  unlmown.  Many  old  people 
appear  to  live  in  houses  which  are  either  too  large  or 

otherwise  unsuitable.  The  practice,  however, 

of  uprooting  old  people  and  transplanting  them  to  housing 
estates  on  the  peripheries  of  towns  is  perhaps  questionable. 

’*01d  people  at  home  will  often  need  some  form  of  as- 
sistance or  advice  because  the  two  great  problems  which 
may  confront  them  are  loneliness  and  Increasing  infirmity, 
both  mental  and  physical.  Much  of  the  local  health  auth- 
ority domiciliary  service,  particularly  the  home  helps, 
home  nurses  and  health  visitors,  is  being  devoted  to  old 
people.  The  sanitary  inspectors  may  have  a greater  part 
to  play,  and  undoubtedly  well-selected  voluntary  visitors 
can  be  of  inestimable  value.” 

In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  the 
activities  of  two  flourishing  organizations  in  the  Urban 
District,  the  main  object  of  the  voluntary  helpers  being 
to  visit  the  aged  sick,  disabled  and  needy;  and  to  draw 
attention  to  the  social  side  of  their  activities  to  those 
who  are  ' home-bourid’  through  shyness  or  loneliness.  These 
helpers  devote  much  time  and  thought  to  the  needs  and 
welfare  of  the  old  people  of  the  town  and  collectively 
may  be  described  as  a ’silent  service'  for  the  ageing  and 

the  agedo 

The  'Over  60'  Club  was  formed  some  six  years  ago  by 
an  active  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee,  with  headquar- 
ters in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  a membership  of  some 
250  people  over  60  years  of  age. 

Another  Club  w’^as  formed  in  1948  in  connection  with 
the  Old  Age  Pensioners'  Federation,  with  a membership  of 
approximately  220  elderly  people. 

The  members  of  these  two  Committees  have  done  much 
to  help  and  alleviate  the  loneliness  of  the  'homebound' 
and  to  'encourage  them  and  enable  them  to  live  in  their 
own  homes  where  they  remain  happy  and  continue  to  be  use- 
ful members  of  society,  in  touch  with  their  friends  and 
relatives.'  Socials,  whist  drives,  concerts  (each  Club 
has  its  own  choir),  lectures,  outings,  etc.  are  arranged 
and  are  well  supported  by  the  members  of  the  two  Clubs . 
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Sessions  are  also  arranged  for  those  interested  in  the 
arts  and  handicrafts  as  and  when  the  need  arises. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  these  Toluntary  workers  who 
carry  out  this  most  important  work  so  loyally  amongst 
the  old  people  in  the  town,  for  it  has  truly  been  said 
that  ’ loneliness  in  old  people  often  leads  to  complete 
isolation,  with  its  resulting  physical  and  mental  deteri- 
oration,' and  with  this  thought  in  mind,  the  Committee 
Members  of  these  two  non-resident ial  clubs  have  set  out 
particularly  to  attract  the  isolated  and  'home-bound' 
old  people  living  in  the  Urban  District. 


Nursing  Homes.  - Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

Sections  187  to  194.  - 

The  powers  and  duties  for  the  registration  of  Nurs- 
ing Homes  are  delegated  by  the  County  Council  (as  the 
supervising  Authority)  to  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Inspections  of  the  registered  Homes  in  the  Urban 
District  were  made  at  regular  Intervals.  One  registered 
Home  ceased  to  exist  during  the  year,  the  owner  having 
left  the  district. 

The  Council  renewed  the  Exemption  Certificates  in 
respect  of  the  exemptions  granted  under  Section  192(1) 
of  the  Act,  in  relation  to  seven  establishments  in  the 
Urban  District.

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Most  of  the  Boarding  Schools  are  provided  with  San- 
atoria in  which  scholars  suffering  from  Infectious  dis- 
eases can  be  Isolated,  As  far  as  is  known,  the  sanitai^ 
arrangements  in  connection  with  these  schools,  and  the 
water  supply,  may  be  considered  to  be  satisfactory.  As 
a rule  each  school  has  its  own  Medical  Attendant,  who 
not  only  treats  the  pupils,  but  advises  the  principals 
on  matters  of  hygieno. 

The  County  Primary  Schools  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Kent  Education  Committee,  These  Schools  are  visited 
from  time  to  time,  when  it  is  necessary  to  make  investi- 
gations in  relation  tc  cases  of  infectious  diseases  oc- 
curring among  the  scholars.  The  sanlta2?y  accommodation 
and  water  supplies  at  these  schools  were  maintained  in  a 
satisfactory  condition  during  the  year. 

The  building  of  the  new  County  Modern  School  in  the 
Broadstairs  Road,  which  was  commenced  on  the  14th  July, 
1953,  was  completed  in  1955.  and  was  named  the  "Charles 
Dickens"  School.  The  official  opening  took  place  on 
Monday,  12th  September,  1955,  and  the  ceremony  was  per- 
formed by  Philip  Charles  Dickens  Esq.  in  the  presence  of 
a number  of  invited  guests.  The  School  is  to  provide  a 
secondary  type  of  education  for  450  boys  and  girls,  al- 
though at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  566  names  on 
the  school’s  registers. 

During  1955  the  Kent  Education  Committee  commenced 
the  building  of  a new  County  Primary  Infants ’ School  in 
Grange  Road,  to  be  named  "Callis  Grange"  School:  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  building  will  be  completed  and  ready 
for  occupation  when  the  children  return  to  school  after 
the  Easter  vacation  of  1956,  This  School  will  consist 
of  four  classrooms  and  a hall,  and  will  take  over  all  the 
infants  from  the  St.  Peter’s  Girls’  and  Infants’  School, 
thus  leaving  the  School  in  Ranelagh  Grove,  St.  Peter’s, 
as  a Girls’  School. 

Within  the  next  few  years  the  Kent  Education  Comrai';- 
tea  also  planned  to  build  two  Secondary  Toc.’":i’'.c:cl  Schools 
in  the  Broadstairs  Road,  one  to  accommodate  450  girls  and 
one  for  450  boys:  towards  the  end  of  1955  work  was  com- 
menced on  the  foundations  of  the  Girls ’ School  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  be  completed  in  1957. 
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National  Assistance  Act > 1948;  and 
National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Aot,  1951. 


Section  50, - 

In  January  one  case  was  dealt  with:  It  concerned 
the  body  of  a baby  which  had  been  found  dead  in  the  Urban 
District;  under  the  circumstances  no  arrangements  for  its 
burial  could  be  made  otherwise  than  by  the  Local  Authority. 

In  July  an  application  for  financial  assistance  was 
received,  but  after  making  enquiries  into  the  circumstances 
of  the  case  the  application  was  refused. 

In  November  an  application  was  received  for  financial 
assistance,  but  this  case  was  referred  to  the  Margate  Gen- 
eral Hospital  and  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  assumed 
responsibility. 


Public  Mortuary, 

The  Council *s  Mortuary  is  situated  in  the  Fire  Statien 
Yard,  on  The  Broadway;  it  is  a brick  built  building, 
equipped  with  two  white  porcelain  tables,  one  fixed  and 
the  other  moveable.  There  is  also  a porcelain  slab,  sink, 
and  a hot  and  cold  water  supply.  The  lower  portion  of  the 
walls  is  lined  with  white  glaxed  tiles* 

The  building  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  has 
a concrete  floor  which  is  efficiently  drained, 

A complete  set  of  Surgeon equipment  is  available 
for  the  purpose  of  post  mortem  examinations. 

The  Mortuary  Is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector, 

Twenty-four  (24)  bodies  were  admitted  during  the  year 
and  19  post  mortem  examinations  were  held  by  H,  Stemdale 

Esq. , M.D. .

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA. 


Water. 

The  town  water  mdertaklng  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  who  is  also  Water 
Engineer. 

The  supply  of  water  is  obtained  from  a well  in  the 
chalk,  170  feet  deep,  situated  at  Rumfields  on  the  Western 
side  of  the  District,  and  from  an  adit  which  stretches  in 
a north-westerly  direction  for  a distance  of  about  a mile. 

A note  regarding  the  first  Broadstairs  water  supply 
is  interesting;  it  appears  from  old  records,  that  early 
in  the  nineteenth  centiiry  the  first  water  works  were  pri- 
vately owned  by  a Mr,  R.  Richardson,  who  lived  in  the 
grounds  of  what  is  now  known  as  the  Yarrow  Home  of  the 
Westminster  Hospital  in  the  Ramsgate  Road.  The  Pumping 
Station  and  well  were  situated  in  the  Ramsgate  Road  at  a 
spot  which  at  the  present  time  is  a small  piece  of  lawn 
near  the  Railway  Bridge,  known  as  Richardson’s  Waterworks; 
a 6”  main  was  laid  from  this  point  to  a domed  shaped  reser- 
voir situated  in  the  grounds  of  the  present  Crampton  Tower 
Works.  Outside  the  Pumping  Station,  distribution  mains 
were  connected  to  the  6”  pumping  main  and  extended  down 
the  Ramsgate  Road  to  supply  the  area  then  known  as  ’Brad- 
stowe. ’ 

The  original  Broadstairs  Water  Company  was  established 
as  a Limited  Company  in  1859,  and  in  the  same  year  Crampton 
Tower  was  built  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  Broadstairs 
and  the  Parish  of _ St . Peter,  Water  was  pumped  to  the  Tower 
from  a well  at  its  base,  supplemented  from  Mr.  Richardson’s 
Works . 

In  1901  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  was  transfer- 
red to  the  Urban  District  Council;  the  Crampton  Station 
was  closed  for  pumping  purposes,  the  storage  tank  only  be- 
ing used  for  emergency  demands,  and  the  Richardson  Station 
was  demolished  and  the  well  filled  in. 

In  1907  an  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  Margate 
Corporation  for  the  local  supply  to  be  supplemented  by 
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water  obtained  from  the  Works  of  the  Margate  Corporation, 
situated  at  Wingham  some  12  miles  away. 

During  the  Council's  ownership  of  the  Undertaking 
many  improvements  have  been  carried  out.  In  September, 

1951,  work  was  commenced  at  Rumfields  Pumping  Station  on 
the  conversion  to  electrical  plant,  and  this  was  completed 
in  February,  1952,  at  a cost  of  £6,228. 

The  well  water  is  chlorinated  by  Wallace  and  Tiernan 
apparatus,  the  amount  of  Chlorine  added  being  0.25  parts 
per  million. 

The  water  has  no  plumbo- solvent  action. 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  in  the  Urban 
District  is  approximately  500,000  gallons  in  the  winter 
and  about  800,000  gallons  in  the  summer  months,  the  mean 
average  being  approximately  600,000  gallons  per  day. 

No  changes  were  made  during  1954  in  the  town' s water 
supply,  and  the  district  reports  indicate  that  the  public 
supply  was  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity 
throu^out  the  year. 

In  August,  1948,  the  Minister  of  Health  issued  a sum- 
mary of  a report  by  one  of  his  engineering  inspectors  on 
a survey  of  water  supplies  in  the  County  of  Kent.  The 
report  included  a suggestion  that  a Canterbury  and  Thanet 
water  area  be  formed  by  the  amalgamation  of  the  areas  of 
the  Briage-Blean,  Broadstairs,  Eastry,  Herne  Bay,  Ramsgate, 
Sandwich  and  Whit stable  Councils,  the  areas  covered  by  the 
Canterbury  Gas  and  Water  Company,  part  of  the  East  Kent 
(now  Mid-Kent)  District  Water  Company,  part  of  the  Mid-Kent 
Company  and  most  of  the  areas  of  the  Margate  Corporation. 

Consideration  of  the  report  followed  at  local,  area 
and  county  levels  and,  in  1950,  the  County  Council  announced 
their  Intention  of  promoting  a Bill  in  Parliament  to  secure 
the  re-organization  of  water  areas  in  the  County  including 
the  Thanet  area. 

The  County  Council' s proposals  aroused  considerable 
opposition  and  they  were  the  subject  of  discussions  with 
the  water  undertakers  concerned  over  a period  of  three 
years  culminating,  in  November,  1953,  in  the  promotion  of 
a Water  Bill  by  the  County  Council.  The  Bill  provided. 
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amongst  other  things,  for  the  setting  up  of  a Joint  Board 
for  Broadstalrs,  Margate,  Ramsgate,  Sandwich  and  parts  of 
Brldge-Blean  and  Eastry  Rural  Districts. 

The  Council  opposed  the  Bill  In  both  the  House  of 
. Commons  and  the  House  of  Lords  as  did  the  Margate,  Rams- 
gate and  Sandwich  Councils,  but  the  Bill  was  passed  and 
received  the  Royal  Assent  on  the  27th  July,  1955,  as  the 
Kent  Water  Act,  1955. 

The  operative  date  for  the  Act  Is  the  1st  April, 
1956,  but  the  Thanet  Water  Board  came  Into  office  on  the 
1st  November,  1955,  and  has  already  made  considerable 
progress  with  the  arrangements  for  the  transfer  to  and 
operation  by  It  of  the  undertakings  for  which  It  will 
become  responsible. 

The  Council  appoint  two  of  the  nineteen  members  of 
the  Board. 

Examination  of  Water  Samples. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  at  the 
Coimty  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  at  fortnightly  Intervals 
and  chemical  analyses  every  two  months. 

During  1954  the  following  samples  of  water  were  col- 
lected and  sent  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  the  Labora-

Apart  from  one  Isolated  farm  cottage,  which  Is  sup- 
plied with  well  water,  every  house  In  the  Urban  District 
Is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains,  and  the  mains  laid 
by  the  Council  made  adequate  provision  for  all  future 
building  development. 

At  the  31st  December,  1955,  there  were  approximately 
5,620  premises  connected  to  the  Council's  Water  mains  In 
the  district.  In  .addition  there  were  448  metered  supplies.

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Drainage  and  Sewera/^e. 

Main  drainage  is  provided  for  practically  the  whole 
of  the  district. 

One  hundred  and  fifty- six  (156)  new,  and  28  old  pre 
mises  vjere  connected  to  the  sewer  during  the  yearj  six 
now  cesspools  were  made  and  connected  to  six  new  houses, 
and  28  old  cesspools  were  abolished. 

New  sewers  were  constructed  to  serve  properties  on 
three  new  estates  - Albert  Road,  Gloucester  Avenue  and 
Catherine  Way. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approximately 
5,039  premises  with  W.C’s.  draining  into  the  main  drain- 
age system;  and  by  the  end  of  the  year,  the  nixmber  of 
premises  draining  into  cesspools  was  estimated  to  be  581, 
this  figure  being  arrived  at  by  a series  of  calculations 
over  the  years;  however,  the  Surveyor  reports  that  the 
position  of  300  cesspools  in  the  Urban  District  has  been 
established,  but  that  the  positions  of  the  remainder  are 
not  known,  as  the  plans,  owing  to  age,  are  not  now  avail- 
able, and  an  effort  is  being  made  to  locate  these  cess- 
pools in  the  course  of  the  work  of  the  Department. 

Arrangements  are  in  operation  whereby  the  Council 
undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools  at  the  cost  of  the 
person  making  application  for  the  work  to  be  done. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  under  the 
direction  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

In  1930  a combined  salvage  and  incineration  plant 
was  erected  for  dealing  with  the  house  refuse  in  the 
Urban  District,  and  the  works  came  into  use  at  the  begin- 
ning of  December  of  that  year.  In  1934  the  Council  in- 
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stalled  a water  dust  trap  between  the  combustion  chamber 
and  the  chimney  shaft  to  obviate  any  nuisance  being  caused 
by  the  emission  of  dust  from  the  chimney. 

In  September,  1955,  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor reported  that  general  works  of  repair  and  mainten- 
ance were  necessary  at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Works,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  under  consideration 
the  question  of  putting  the  works  in  hand. 

Dry  refuse  is  collected  by  petrol  driven  motive  units 
and  disposed  of  by  salvage  and  incineration. 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  in  operation 
during  the  year,  and  during  the  summer  months  a bi-weekly 
collection  was  made  from  the  hotels  and  boarding  houses. 
Trades  and  garden  refuse  was  collected  as  and  when  required. 

Cinders  are  separated  from  the  refuse;  tins  and  paper 
are  salvaged  and  baled;  and  together  with  iron,  bones, 
rags,  jam  jars  and  other  salvaged  materials,  are  sold  econ- 
omically to  a contractor. 

The  total  amount  of  refuse  collected  and  disposed  of 
annually  is  approximately  4,800  tons. 

A scheme  for  the  payment  of  the  Council  employees  en- 
gaged in  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse,  of  an  in- 
centive bonus  covering  all  salvaged  materials  was  prepared 
by  the  Council' s Surveyor  and  brought  into  operation  on 
1st  December,  1955.  In  his  report  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee  on  17th  January,  1956,  he  stated  that  during  the 
first  month  (December,  1955)  the  scheme  was  in  operation, 
the  value  of  waste  paper  salvaged  had  increased  substan- 
tially, and  that  to  encourage  the  co-operation  of  the 
householders  in  the  salvage  of  waste  paper,  suitable  sacks 
in  which  paper  could  be  kept  pending  collection,  were  being 
maid  available. 


Fouling;  of  Footpaths  by  Dopis. 

For  some  years  now  the  Council  have  received  com- 
plaints regarding  the  fouling  of  footpaths  by  dogs,  and 
the  Public  Health  Committee  decided  to  display  and  dlstrl 
bute  literature  on  this  subject. 
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Posters  were  displayed  on  Council  sites;  bookmarkers 
were  distributed  from  the  Public  and  Private  Libraries; 
and  leaflets  were  distributed  by  the  members  of  two  volun- 
tary organizations  to  all  premises  in  the  Urban  District. 

On  the  16th  l^ovember,  1955,  the  County  Council  made 
a byelaw  on  the  ‘Fouling  of  Footways  by  Dogs' , which  was 
confirmed  on  17th  January,  1956. 

The  1st  March,  1956,  is  the  date  fixed  for  the  bye- 
law to  come  into  operation.

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

• 

A new  swimming  pool  was  constructed  and  completed 
early  in  the  year  at  St.  Stephen's  College,  which  brought 
the  number  to  seven  swimming  pools  used  in  connection  with 
private  Schools  in  the  district.  In  addition  there  is  one 
swimming  pool  at  the  premises  of  the  Dumpton  Country  Club; 
and  one  public  swimming  pool  at  the  premises  formerly  Imown 
as  ’'The  Grand  Hotel,”  which  was  not  in  use  during  the  year. 

The  water  for  these  pools  is  taken,  by  arrangement 
with  the  Water  Engineer,  fromi  the  town  mains. 
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Prevention  of  Damapie  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  work  carried  out  by  this  Authority  was  continued, 
as  in  previous  years,  on  the  lines  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Free  treatment  is  givsn  at  private  dwelling-houses  (ersc^pt 
in  cases  of  obvious  neglect),  and  business  premises  are  charged 
according  to  the  extent  of  the  infestation  and  the  time  spent 
on  it.  This  service  is  widely  known  in  the  district,  and  full 
advantage  is  taken  of  it  by  householders.

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Testing;  of  Sewers. 

The  annual  10^  test  baiting  of  the  Council's  sewerage 
system  was  carried  out  during  May.  Twenty-seven  (27)  man- 
holes were  baited  at  widely  separated  points  in  the  dist- 
rict. No  baits  were  taken.  The  conclusion  to  be  drawn  is 
that  the  infestation  of  the  tovm' s sewers  is  negligible. 

Refresher  Course  and  Meetings. 

A one  day  Refresher  Course  was  arranged  by  the  Mini- 
stry of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  for  local  authority 
Rodent  Operators,  to  take  place  at  Ramsgate,  on  9th  Novem- 
ber, 1955.  With  the  sanction  of  the  Health  Committee  of 
the  Urban  District  Council,  the  Rodent  operator  attended 
the  course.

Five  applications  for  the  renewal  of  existing  licen- 
ces under  Section  1 of  this  Act  were  received,  together 
with  the  appropriate  fees,  during  the  year. 
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The  premises  referred  to  in  the  applications  were 
inspected  and  found  to  he  suitable  for  this  purpose,  and 
the  necessary  licences  were  granted. 

The  conditions  under  which  animals  should  be  kept 
are  incorporated  in  the  licence. 


Heating;  Appliances  (Fireguards)  Act,  1952. 

This  Act,  together  with  Regulations  made  thereunder, 
prohibits  the  sale  or  letting  of  unguarded  electric  fires, 
gas  fires  and  oil  heaters.  The  Regulations  exempted  until 
the  1st  October,  1954,  certain  appliances  which  were  manu- 
factured before  the  date  of  the  operation  of  the  Regula- 
tions. 

During  the  year  28  visits  to  12  premises  were  made  in 
connection  with  the  Act:  one  appliance  was  modified  to 
conform  to  the  Regulations,  and  one  was  withdrawn  from 
sale.  Generally,  the  manufacturers  of  appliances  had  in- 
corporated the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  in  their 
methods  of  manufacture  and  little  trouble  is  anticipated  - 
in  the  enforcement  of  the  Act. 


SECTION  D.  - HOUSING. 


The  Ministry  of  Health  now  receive  quarterly  returns 
relating  to  the  demolition,  closing  and  repair  of  houses 
under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts,  and  have  issued 
an  Instruction  (per  their  Circular  17/55  of  26th  November, 
1955)  to  the  effect  that  these  returns  provide  all  the  in- 
formation necessary  for  their  departmental  purposes,  and 
that  in  consequence  the  inclusion  of  details  of  this  nature 
should  be  discontinued. 

However,  the  following  additional  information  on 
housing  matters  in  the  Urban  District  is  of  Interest,  and 
I am  indebted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  the  follow-

Other  Registered  Food  Premises. 

Nineteen  premises  were  registered  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  14,  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  the  prepara- 
tion or  manufacture  of  sausages,  or  potted,  pressed,  pickled 
or  preserved  foods. 

During  the  period  under  review  565  visits  were  made  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  food  preparing  premises,  includ- 
ing 37  Cafes  and  Restaurants.  Excluding  Bakehouses,  there 
are  only  two  small  Food  Factories  in  the  Urban  District. 
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Many  minor  Improvements  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  and  a gradual  raising  of  the  standard  of  hygienic 
conditions  is  taking  place. 


Clean  Food  Campaign. 

No  special  ' Clean  Food’  Campaign  was  held  during  the 
year.  In  a seaside  resort  there  is  a good  deal  of  season- 
al employment  with  frequent  changes  of  personnel,  particu- 
larly in  hotels,  cafes  and  restaurants.  Whilst  lectures 
or  classes  for  all  the  year  round  food  traders  and  their 
employees  might  serve  a useful  purpose,  it  would  be  dif- 
ficult to  obtain  the  co-operation  of  seasonal  employees, 
who  are  the  class  mostly  in  need  of  instruction  or  guid- 
ance. Under  these  circumstances  frequent  periodical  in- 
spections are  the  most  effective  means  of  improving  the 
general  standard  of  cleanliness. 

It  is  suggested  that  it  would  be  a valuable  means  of 
permanent  propaganda  if  the  Ministry  of  Food  drafted  and 
prepared  a poster  giving  the  principal  elementary  rules 
of  food  hygiene  in  simple  language,  and  made  it  compulsory 
for  a copy  of  this  poster  to  be  kept  posted  in  all  food 
handling  establishments.  This  would  be  of  value  to  the 
person  coming  into  the  food  trade  for  the  first  time,  and 
would  act  as  a reminder  to  the  rest  of  the  staff  of  the 
necessity  for  strict  observance  of  hygienic  methods  at  all 
times.

Particulars  of  Notifications:- 


Scarlet  Fever:  Three  cases  were  notified  during  the 

first  quarter  of  the  year,  four  in  the 
second,  three  in  the  third,  and  nine  in 
the  last  quarter.  Fifteen  patients,  including  the  child 
visitor  to  the  town,  and  the  Boarding  School  patient,  were 
removed  to  the  Haine  Hospital  for  Isolation  and  treatment; 
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three  school  children  and  one  child  under  school  age  were 
satisfactorily  isolated  and  nursed  at  home.  Four  of  the 
patients  notified  were  children  under  school  age  and  15 
were  school  children. 

Tho  fifteen  school  children  affected,  attending 
Thanet  Schools,  were  distributed  as  follows:-  eleven  at 
three  of  the  Kent,  Education  Committee’s  Primary  Schools; 
one  boarder  at  one  Broadstairs  School;  two  at  one  Private 
Day  School;  and  one  a day  boy  at  a Boarding/Day  School* 

Whooping  Cough:  The  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 

(23)  was  again  very  low,  being  five 
less  than  the  previous  year.  During 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year  1955  two  cases  were  notified, 
three  in  the  second  quarter,  three  in  the  third,  and  15  in 
the  last  three  months  of  the  year.  Eleven  of  the  patients 
were  under  school  age,  eleven  were  school  children,  and 
one  an  adult  (the  mother  of  one  of  the  patients).  Seven- 
teen of  the  cases  were  notified  in  11  families;  four  in 
two  Convalescent  Homes;  and  two  in  a K.C.C.  Children’s 
Home.  One  of  the  Convalescent  Home  children  and  one  from 
the  Children' s Home  were  removed  to  the  Haine  Hospital  for 
treatment:  the  others  were  nursed  at  Home. 

Measles : During  1955  the  number  of  cases  of 

Measles  notified  (323)  was  much  higher 
than  the  1954  figure  (15),  and  also 
higher  than  the  1953  figure  of  226.  The  following  table 
gives  the  Incidence  of  Measles  per  quarter  in  the  Urban 
District  for  the  previous  10  years,  beginning  with  the 
year  1945,  when,  it  will  be  remembered,  a few  families 
had  begun  to  return  to  the  town  after  evacuation.  At  that 
time  the  population  had  risen  to  8,689,  with  a notifica- 
tion of  Measles  number  of  77  for  the  year,  as  compared 
with  a population  of  15,830  in  1955  and  a notification  of 
Measles  number  of  324.

Poliomyelitis ; A notification  of  Paralytic  Poliomye- 

litis was  received  in  respect  of  a man 
of  44  years  of  age,  a visitor  who  ar- 
rived in  Broadstairs  with  his  family  for  two  weeks’  holiday, 
on  23rd  July.  The  date  of  onset  was  given  as  25th  July: 
he  was  removed  to  the  Haine  Hospital  on  the  28th  as  Polio- 

myelitis." On  a test  being  made  a positive  report  was  ob- 
tained and  a diagnosis  of  ^Paralytic  Poliomyelitis"  was  made 
on  the  29th.  This  was  the  first  case  notified  in  the  Urban 
District  since  December,  1953.  It  seemed  probable  that  the 
patient  had  contracted  the  disease  before  arrival  in  Broad- 
stairs. All  necessary  precautions  were  taken,  the  Guest 
House  was  visited  and  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the 
home  towns  of  the  visitors  were  notified  regarding  the  con- 
tacts of  the  patient.  It  is  understood  that  this  patient 
completely  recovered  and  was  re-diagnosed  in  Hospital  as 
"Non-Paralytic  Poliomyelitis." 

On  17th  August  a boy  of  three  years  commenced  to  be 
ill  and  on  the  18th  the  Doctor  was  called  in:  he  notified 
the  patient  as  a case  of  Poliomyelitis  on  the  21st  and  the 
same  day  the  child  was  removed  to  the  Haine  Hospital  for 
treatment,  where  the  diagnosis  of  "Paralytic  Poliomyelitis" 
was  confirmed.  The  father  of  this  child  is  attached  to  the 
U.S.A.F. ; fortunately  the  other  three  children  of  the  fam- 
ily remained  fit  and  well.  The  house  was  visited  and  all 
necessary  precautions  taken.  The  source  of  infection  could 
not  be  traced. 

The  third  patient  of  the  year  was  a young  woman  of 
20  years  of  age,  who  was  notified  as  a case  of  Paralytic 
Poliomyelitis  on  the  7th  September;  she  was  a children's 
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nurse  and  had  "been  on  holiday  for  two  weeks,  the  last  week 
of  her  holiday  had  been  spent  at  her  home.  She  commenced 
to  be  ill  on  the  4th  and  visited  the  Doctor’ s surgery  on 
the  evening  of  the  5th,  and  was  removed  to  the  Maine  Hos- 
pital for  Isolation  and  treatment  on  the  7th.  This  patient 
was  transferred  to  the  Royal  Sea  Bathing  Hospital  at  Mar- 
gate on  21st  October  for  further  treatment. 

The  fourth  notification  received  was  in  respect  of  a 
married  woman  of  39  years  of  age,  who  was  notified  as  a 
case  of  Non-Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  and  was  removed  to  the 
Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital  for  treatment.  However, 
whilst  in  Hospital  her  case  was  re-diagnosed  as  ’’Encephalo- 
myelitis,” and  the  notification  of  Non-Paralytic  Polio- 
myelitis was  accordingly  cancelled. 

The  last  case  of  the  year  was  a boy  of  13  years  of 
age,  in  one  of  the  Boarding  Schools:  he  was  notified  and 
removed  to  the  Maine  Hospital  on  11th  November,  where  the 
diagnosis  of  ’’Paralytic  Poliomyelitis”  was  confirmed.  The 
School  was  visited  and  all  known  precautions  taken  to  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  infection.  Unfortunately  he  died  in 
the  Hospital  on  the  12th  February,  1956.  No  further  cases 
occurred  at  the  School. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia:  This  patient  was  a woman  of  31  years 

of  age,  she  was  removed  to  Hospital 
on  4th  June,  the  day  of  the  confine- 
ment, and  commenced  to  be  ill  on  the  5th  June.  However, 
she  was  reported  to  have  recovered  and  was  discharged  from 
Hospital  on  12th  July. 

Pneumonia : The  nine  cases  notified  as  suffering 

from  Pneumonia  were  made  up  as  follows : - 

2 (1  Boy,  1 Girl)  ...  0-14  years. 

1 (-  - 1 Woman)  ...  15-44  ” 

6 (4  Men,  2 Women)  ...  65  and  over. 

Five  of  the  patients  were  nursed  at  home;  two  were 
removed  to  two  Nursing  Homes  in  the  town,  one  was  removed 
to  the  Ramsgate  Hospital,  and  one,  a boy  of  six  years,  was 
removed  to  the  Margate  Hospital  for  treatment. 

Erysipelas : These  patients,  two  men  and  two  women, 

were  between  the  ages  of  45  and  68 
years;  two  (one  man  and  one  woman) 
were  removed  to  the  Maine  Hospital  for  treatment,  and  the 
other  two  were  nursed  at  home. 
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Chlckenpox:  In  accordance  with  the  Order  made  hy  the 

Urban  District  Council  in  the  year  1923, 
Chickenpox  is  still  a notifiable  disease 
in  the  Urban  District,  and  during  the  year  211  cases  were 
notified,  affecting  88  patients  in  65  families,  100  in  six 
Boarding  Schools,  20  in  four  Convalescent  Homes,  two  in  two 
Holiday  Homes,  and  one  in  a K.C.C.  Boys'  Home.  Twenty-five 
children  under  school  age,  176  school  children  and  10  adults 
were  involved.  Seventeen  of  the  patients,  13  from  three  Con- 
calescent  Homes,  two  from  two  Holiday  Homes,  and  two  from  an 
L.C.C.  Boarding  School  were  removed  to  the  Haine  Hospital  for 
Isolation  and  treatment.  Seven  of  the  patients  were  visitors 
to  the  town. 

From  the  following  table,  which  shows  the  Incidence  of 
Chickenpox  per  quarter  during  1955  and  the  previous  ten  years, 
it  will  be  noted  that  the  total  number  of  cases  notified  in 
1955  was  somewhat  lower  than  the  number  given  for  1954.  -

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  ; Care  and  Aftercare » 

A scheme  Is  operated  jointly  ty  the  Kent  County  Coun- 
cil and  the  local  Aftercare  Committee,  for  the  provision 
of  care  and  aftercare  of  patients  suffering  from  Tubercu- 
losis; through  this  scheme  arrangements  are  made,  where 
necessary,  for  assistance  to  be  rendered  in  various  ways  - 
the  provision  of  shelters;  extra  nourishment;  nursing 
requisites;  beds;  bedding;  clothing;  etc.. 

Home  visiting  is  carried  out  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitor  for  the  area,  who  gives  suitable  advice  to  the 
patients . 

Where  there  Is  need  help  Is  given  In  solving  housing 
problems  and  assisting  with  removal  expenses;  the  admis- 
sion of  patients  to  Holiday  Homes  Is  arranged;  and  mater- 
ials are  provided  for  recreational  therapy. 

When  the  Chest  Physician  considers  patients  are  fit 
for  work,  they  are  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  for 
entry  of  their  names  on  the  Disablement  Register.

Pood  and  Di*ugs  Act,  1955.  - This  Cir- 
cular referred  to  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
Amendment  Act,  1954  (Appointed  Day) 
Order,  1955  which  the  Minister  made 
appointing  the  1st  January,  1956  as 
the  day  on  which  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
Amendment  Act,  1954  came  into  opera- 
tion, with  the  exception  of  Section  28  which  came  into 
operation  on  25th  November,  1954.  The  1955  Act  is  a con- 
solidation measure;  it  repeals  the  1954  Act  and  consoli- 
dates it  together  with  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  the 
Pood  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream)  Act, 
1950,  and  certain  other  enactments  amending  and  supplemen- 
ting Part  V of  the  1938  Act  in  relation  to  slaughterhouses 
and  knackers*  yards.

Gircular  ) The  Circular  enclosed  a copy  of  the 

^Ist  December,  1^'55)  Regulations  which  take  the  place  of 

Section  13  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938  (which  is  repealed  by  the  Pood 
and  Drugs  Amendment  Act,  1964),  and  add  a number  of  new 
provisions  In  respect  of  the  hygienic  handling  of  food 
and  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  premises,  stalls, 
vehicles,  etc.,  where  food  is  handled.  They  do  not  apply 
to  slaughterhouses  and  cold  stores  or  to  a number  of  other 
types  of  premises  (e.g.  - dock  premises,  warehouses,  car- 
riers* premises),  except  in  so  far  as  activities  such  as 
staff  canteens  or  retail  shops,  etc.  may  be  carried  on 
there.  They  also  replace  regulations  19,  20  and  21  of  the 
Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  in  respect  of  the 
transport  and  carrying  of  meat. 

The  regulations  lay  down  requirements  in  respect  of 
(1)  the  cleanliness  of  food  premises  and  stalls,  etc. 
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and  of  apparatus  and  equipment,  (11)  the  hygienic  handling 
of  food,  (111)  the  cleanliness  of  persons  engaged  in  the 
handling  of  food  and  of  their  clothing,  and  the  action  to 
he  taken  where  they  suffer  from,  or  are  carriers  of,  cer- 
tain infections,  (iv)  the  construction  of  food  premises, 
the  repair  and  maintenance  of  food  premises,  stalls, 
vehicles,  etc.,  and  the  facilities  to  he  provided,  and 
(v)  the  temperature  at  which  certain  foods  that  are  par- 
ticularly liable  to  transmit  disease  are  to  he  kept  in 
food  premises. 

They  prescribe  the  higher  maximum  penalties  provided 
for  in  section  106  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  The 
operation  of  certain  of  the  regulations  which  may  require 
alterations  to  premises  or  substantial  changes  in  existing 
practices  is  made  subject  to  a delay  of  6 months  and  local 
authorities  (who  are  the  enforcing  authorities)  are  em- 
powered to  give  certificates  of  exemption  from  the  require- 
ments of  certain  regulations  if  through  special  circumstances 
compliance  with  the  provisions  concerned  cannot  reasonably 
be  required.  There  is  an  appeal  to  a court  of  summary 
jurisdiction  against  the  refusal  or  withdrawal  of  a certi- 
ficate. Operative  date  - 1st  January,  1956.

This  refers  to  Circular  MP. 13/55  of 
21st  December,  1955,  which  notified 
the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Pood 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  In  accordance 
with  paragraph  3 of  that  circular, 
advice  is  given  on  the  main  changes 
in  the  law  as  they  affect  enforcing 
authorities;  on  certain  matters  arising  from  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  new  Act;  and  on  the  division  of  adminis- 
trative responsibility  among  the  central  departments  in 
relation  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 
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
